Some ingeni- 
oud poopls of onr time aro perhaps 
ready to find excuses for everybody. This 
tonkes it easier still for all of os to find 
excuses for onrselves, Wo may as well 
admit that there are black crimes, black 
chargotors, Iscariots and Tattuffes. Thera 
aro ‘tonebriferous stars,’ as Paracelsus 
hap it; they are dark beacons of wrong and 
of dangerous moral cosets. We do no 
good by saying that the smoke is not go 
yery black and noisome; it is as bud ay it 
possibly can be, and that is tho end of the 
matter. Un tha hypothesis that Judag 
hanged himself, nothing he did in lite 
became him so much ag the manner of his 
leaving it, He remsina in sacred history 
what Ganelon is in romance—the typicat 
traifor, the embodied treason, There it 
may ba well for psychologists to leave him ; 
reminding 16, ike the Bishop of Ripon,’ 
that in the coduct of Judas are ‘elements 
still at work in overy-day life.’ They aro 
no likely to work lose actively if we argue 
that “Judas was oot so yery bad after all.
